explode the bomb, a felony upon con- 
viction of which he could be sent to 
prison for twenty-five years. 


Carmine Carbone, the 18 year old 


boy arrested as the maker of the 
missile, entered a similar plea. Both 
were held in $25,000 bail for trial. 


Justice Swann allowed the , men 


until next Thursday to withdraw or 
change their pleas. 
A motion to 


have their bail reduced was denied. 
The court took under advisement a 
motion to allow their 
counsel 
to 


inspect the minutes of 
the 
grand 


jury which indicted them.

- The court proceedings were briel 
and the merits of the case were not 
brought before the court. Nor was 
the charge .made by the prisoners 
that the police had instigated 
the 


plot to wreck the cathedral and.that 
the two"" men had simply followed 
the suggestions of Amedio Polignani, 
the detective who • won 
their con- 


fidence by posing for .months as an 
anarchist. 


; A heavy guard or police cleared 
the corridors of the criminal courts 
building of onlookers who loitered 
about the structure, apparently to 
see the prisoners. 
The courtroom 


was crowded. 


Abarno and 
Carbone faced 
the 


court smilingly. They speak English 
imperfectly. 
Prior to pieacilng, the 


prisoners were told to select from 
the group of lawyers employed to 
defend them, four men to act as their 
counsel.

consequences that, might follow if 
tlie welfare of foreigners continued 
to be disregarded.

been the announcement of a reduc- 
tion in transatlantic passenger rates.

FINE LIBRARY 


\\. \\. Gai'd's Father Donates 


Jtare Collection of Hooks ami 


I'anijililel.s on America. 


An important gil't to the Ohio His- 


torical and Archaeological society 
that by Daniel Hosmer Card, oi his 
notable library of America, collectec 
and preserved through the jears of 
nearly half a century. 
The library 


which consists ot about four thou- 
sand books and 7On or 800 pamph- 
lets and documents of various kinds 
was transferred recently from 
Mr. 


Card's residence. 477 Vermont Place. 
Columbus, to the new building of 
the society on ue Ohio State uni- 
versity grounds. The collection is to 
be known as the Gard alcove, and is 
to be kept intact in cases furnished 
by the society, with a separate ac- 
cession book and card catalogue, and 
each book is to ha-ie an especially 
engraved bookplate. 
The cases arc- 


also to be marked with a suitably in- 
scribed plate and are to bear a por- 
trait of the donor. Mr. Gard is the 
father of Mr. W. W. Gard. cashier 
of the Park National bank of New- 
ark. 
Referring to the gift the Co- 


lumbus Dispatch says: 


All these details are set forth in. 


an- agreement, signed by William C. 
"Mills, curator, and 
it 
is 
further 


agreed that Mr. Gard or his sons 
may at any time temporarily with- 
draw books for their personal use. 
but that otherwise the -collection Is 
to be used for reference purposes on- 
ly. ' 
Mr.-Gard has for many years been 


a discriminating collector of books 
and has with great care preserved 
pamphlets and papers -which, though 
seemingly, at-the time, of small im- 
portance, have become valuable. The 
fields1 covered are those of western 
history and literature, the early In- 
dian wars, the American revoliuion,- 
early English and American law in 
the original volumes, slavery and the 
"War of the Rebellion Many of these 
books are exceed.ngly rare and of 
high importance to the students of 
the times. 


When the Historical and Archeo- 


logical, society

1885, Mr. Gard was one of the in- 
corporators, and he survives most of 
his associates. Fifteen years before, 


• he had come to Columbus to be su-

I tory of English colonial expansion, 
with its innumerable wars of aggres- 
sion at the expense of weaker coun- 
tries. 
That Patagonia would be a valuable 


acquisition to the British Empire goes 
without saying. It is perhaps ths 
richest sheep-farming country in the 
world and possesses 
vast oil 
re- 


sources. Beside, a glance at the map 
will convince the most superficial ob- 
server of the immense strategic 
and 


commercial •value of the control of the 
Straits of Magellan, which the posses- 
sion of Patagonia would involve. 


Nothing would be easier for Great 


Britain than to embroil the United 
States in a war with her Eastern ally, 
Japan, while she took care of South 
America, and the sparseness of 
the 


population of Patagonia, the relatively 
large number of British residents, an 
well as the scant means of communi- 
cation witnx Buenob Aires, the Argen- 
tine govern mental centre, would ren- 
der it an easy prey to a British ex- 
peditionarv force."backed by a power- 
ful fleet.

NULL AND VOID

Washington, March S.—The West 


Virginia two-cent passenger rate law 
was annulled as unconstitutional to- 
day by the supreme court as to the 
business of the Norfolk and Western 
railway company. 


In announcing the court's decision, 


Justice Hiighes said: 


'"In making a reasonable adjustment 


of the carriers cb.-uges. the state is 
under no obligations to secure the 
same rate of return from each of 
the 


two principal departments of business, 
1-assenger and 
freignt. because 
the 


state may not select e'ther of these 
departments for arbitrary control. 


"It is apparent, from every point of 


iiew that this record permits that the 
statutory rate at most aifords a very 
narrow margin over the cost of the 
traffic. It is clear that by the reduc- 
tion in rates, the company is forced 
to carry passer.gerfc. if not at or be- 
low cost with merely a nominal re- 
ward, considering- the volume of tho 
traffic affected. W&Jind no basis what- 
ever upon which the rate can be sup- 
ported, and it must be concluded in 
the light of the principles 
governing 


the regulation of rates that the state 
exceeded its powers in imposing if

Frightful Carnage In Hand to Hand 
Struggle for a Line of Trenches Which 
Desperate French Charge Finally Won 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Paris. March 8.—The manner in 


which, a furious 
German attack 
at 


Xotre Dame De Lorette was trans- 
formed into a defeat in which three 
thousand Germans fell, is described in 
the Petit Pansien by one of the com- 
batants. 


"The Germans blew in. by mines, 


our first line of trenches," says the 
story. ' Before the echoes of the ex- 
plosion had died away an avalanche of 
Germans poured down and forced the 
French line into the second line of 
trenches, after a fierce hand-to-hand 
struggle. 
The 
Germans 
suddenly 


raked the trenches with two machine 
guns, forcing the defenders 
into the 


third line from which they were forced 
to retire on an easily defensible posi- 
tion in the rear after another bayonet 
battle with superior numbers. 


"Our men spent the night preparing 


to win back the lost position which tlyj 
Germans 
strengthened 
with sand 


bags. Our artillery was placed in po- 
sition ready to fire. As soon as dawn 
broke, the "three inchers" opened with 
salvos. The shells burst in our old 
trenches. 
peppering 
U<e Germans 


methodically. Then the heavy artil- 
lery joined 
in demoralizing thcni- 


Thelr artillery tried to reply and its 
shells exploded 
with awe-inspiring 


noise, but did not harm. 


"The din 
became, appalling. Our 


pieces fired as rapidly as lliey could 
1»e loaded. 
After hours of tljis the 


s stoj»j»cd firing: and our infantry 


bounded forward, crouching on their 
hands and kr.ccs. The Germans fired 
volley after volley, 
working 
their 


quick-firers 
feverishly, but our men 


would not s»c denied. They took the 
1 hirrt line but cowW go no farther. The 
second line was well sandbagged and 
crammed wjlSi Germans. 


Our artillery tljen tor-can again to 


drop shells on the Germans witli great 
precision. 
Fifty yards from ws. we 


sec them Mown into Ihc air. 


Tlir second ni£ht Ml and wo could 
nothing lor the sky was covered 


with heavy clouds from 
which rain 


poured in torrents. In spite of all tl'is. 
our infantry resumed the attack and 
in a splendid charge reached the sec- 
ond line. It was a fearful struggle in 
the dark. Shaken by our impetuous 
charge, the Germans who had not been
